_ were stored in Czechoslovakia. These engines are reported to have 
_ been reconditioned and made serviceable. The Ceskomoravska Kolben 
Danek plant in Prague<Liben conducted experinents to improve the . 
. power of the Jumo 004 engine by reducing the size of the turbo -dise - 
_ and-using & longer blade to maintain the diameter of the turbine’ 
~ wheel, These changes vere intended to increase the air flow and 
improve the cooling of the turbine blades. It is not known whether 
the number of revolutions per minute was to be increased or what type 
of fuel was to be used. It Was Planned to increase the thrust to _ 
10,000. kg, an increase of 15 percent. — .
